WASHINGTON, March 23.—The Sen- 
ate Committee tod examiné into the 


was organized this morning and the 
sub-Com mittee. was authorized to go 
to Philadelphia uext week to, examine 
witnesses. 

The Committee on Ways and Means. 
to-day formally directed a favorable 
report for the Mills Tariff bill. The 
bill was amended this morning at the 
instance of the Democratic members, 
as follows: 25 per cent. duty on tar- 
letans, mulls and crinolines, changed 
to the present duty of 40 per cent.; the 
duty on putty was fixed at ene cent 


per pound; whiting and Paris white 
were stricken from the free list and 
8 fixed at 20 per cent. ad valo- 
rem; seed was removed from the | 
free. List and the duty fixed at 10 cents 
per gallon: fire brick was also ex- 
cepted from the free list. The com- 
mittes ad journed subject to the call of 
the’Chairman.

eastern Nevada enables one to pre- 
dict with a good deal of certainty 
that the general stock interest is 
now out of all danger so far as bad 
weather may affect it, and that the 
live-stock gonse hangs high and 
everything connected with this 
great industry is lovely. The month 
of March has always been from 
time immemorial specially noted 
in all northern latitudes for its se- 
vere and disagreeable weatber ever 
since it was changed from the first 
month of the year and assigned to 
its present position in the calendar 
of time under the Julian period, ‘as 
corrected by the Gregorian. This 
mouth has always been a special 
terror to old cows and horses and 
to invalids of all classes and condi- 
tions, but the present March, thus 
far, has proven an agreeable sur- 
prise and an exception to the rule, 
and due credit should be given here 


tor the moderation she has exhib- 


ited and for her new departure. It 
is asserted by weather experts that 
our climatic conditions are gradu- 
ally undergoing a change, caused 
by habitation and cultivation. This 
faet ie noticeable in eastern Ne- 
vada. There is no question now 
but all of the bardier fruits and ber- 
ries can be raised in abundance; 


alse all kinds of vegetables. When 
this part of the State was first set- 
tled, some twenty years ago, it was 
then believed that its agricultural 
possibilities would be confined 
shiefly to hay and pasture purposes, 
wi‘h a few favorable spots here 
and there that would produce bar- 
ley and potatoes, but time and the 
climatic modifications which are 
gradually going on have wrought a 
most happy and favorable change 
for Nevada. 

I have received during the past 
week, letters from almost every 
nook and coruer where cattle, 
horses and sheep have been win 
tered, outside of the Humboldt 
river and line of railroad, and the 
general reflect of the stock si ua- 
tion, as gleaned from these letters, 
is of the most satisfactory charac- 
ter. Feeding bas almost ceased, 
excepting for poor and feeble cows 
that may soon come in with calves, 
Some of our stockmen who are of a 
nervous disposition often borrow 
trouble unnecessarily before there 
is any realdanger. This fact has 
been demonstrated this Spring. 
W hen the early calving season had 
just commenced, during a period of 
a few cold days in e:rly March, 

uite a number of calves died at 
that time. But now it is believed 
that the eevee a crop will be 
equal to the general average. North 
of the railroad and south for forty 
or fifty miles from that point, as 

ou proceed.south and southeast, 
the eath rate among calves will 

robably increase. I learn from 

essrs. Fernald & Co. that the 
had turned out their entire bune 
of cattle upon their old winter 
range and that the cattle were so 
eager to reach their mountain 
homes that the vaqueros were un- 
able to keep up wit them. 

R. R. Bigalow & Co. have turned 
out nearly all of their stock upon 
the range, also Myers Bros., Wright 
& Co., Harrison & Son, Tom 
Short, Fred Butch and a host of 
others in Ruby Valley. The firm 
of Mason, Bradley & Co. consists of 
Hopk Mason of Oakland and the 
two sons of John R. Bradley (Jef- 
ferson and Louis). Their boldings 
of land and stock are doubtless the 
heaviest and most important in the 
county. Their stock is now in fine 
condition and they are now gradu- 
ally turning out their stock upon 
the summer range. This firm con- 
sists of live,go-aheaditive men--men 
N large experience in stock 

usiness from boyhood. The firm 
of Scott & Co., another big holding, 
are also turning out allof their 
| well-conditioned stock. They are 
well satisfied with the outcome of 
the winter, so far as their stock ie 
concerned. 

All of the stockmen that I have 
bad the 3 to meet are more 
than fully satisfied with Eastern 
Nevada as a desirable stock field. 
Horses have all done well during 
the past Winter, with two or three 
exceptional localities, and in those 
places the loss was meagre, except 
the loss of some horses near Carlin, 
beretofore referred to. There has 
been some complaint. along the 
Humboldt in relation to the con- 
dition of mares that were allowed 
to remain upou the open range 
during the winter. Up to the pres- 
ent time more tha: tbe usual 
number of colts have been lost, and 
it is believed by well posted. horse- 
men that the colts in question were 
injured during the cold period while 
in a state of 3 ch accounts 
for the death colts, and also for 
the unusual delicate condition of 
those that are now being foaled.

But in 
due course of mining the richest 
and most convenient portions of 
the upper levels were exhausted. 
This, with the burning down of 
their mill on Deep Creek, for the 
second time, caused all operations 
on the mines to be suspended. Thus 
this valuable property rested for 
two years. In the meantime this 
corporation failed to pay their 
taxes upon the taxable property of 
the mines and consequently it was 
sold by Sheriff's sale and was bid 
in by Mesers. Bradley & Russell of 
Elko. These gentlemen, after hav- 
ing come into possession of this 
piece of mining property, — 1 in- 
vestigating. as to its merits, and 
soon laarned that the main ledge 
ruu east and west at nearly right 
angies with the main Leopard bill, 
instead of north and south as first 
supposed, and it is now known toa 
certainty that all of the old and for- 
mer prospectin’ work was ill- 
advised and of little or no avail. 
This mine is located upon Leopard 
hill, about one and a half miles from 
tbe mill site on Deep Creek and 
about five miles trom the south 
Owyhee river. The ore is mostly 
decomposed and free milling, carry- 
ing both gold and silver in large 
paying quanties. 

he Hussey mine and corporation 
was the second mite of importance 
upon which hoisting works were 
erected and a shaft sunk upon it to 
a great depth. The ore extracted 
from time to time during a period 
of three years of its greatest activ- 
ity, m'lled in round numbers $750,- 
000. It is estimat d by those who 
were in a position to know that the 


totol output of all of these mines 


was not much short of $4,000,000. 
The Hussey hoisting works were 
burned down in the ye°r 1880 and 
from that period on the mining 
operations of the district gradually 
ceased 


There are two other locations 
worthy of mention, the Great Re- 

ublic and the Black Diamond. 

he former was patented a few 
yearsago. The Black Diamond is 
believed to be a very valuable piece 
of mining property. The little 
prospecting that has been done de- 
veloped several very rich pockets, 
one of them going as high as $40, 
000 in gold and silver. 

I learn from unquestionable au- 
thority that negotiations are now 
pending for the sale and transfer of 
the entiresystem of Leopard wices, 
together with the mill site and wa- 
ter privileges, including the reduc- 
tion works erected some four or five 
years ago for the working of the 
tailing, to a syndicate of capitalists. 
If, however, from any cause what- 
ever, the negotiations should be 
broken off before reaching any 
practical result, the partiesin inter- 
est to this valuable piece of mining 
property will take early steps for 
reincorporating this gronp of mines 
and mining properiy, with a view 
of working the Leopard mine and 
at the same time have the water 
lifted from the deep shaft for the 
purpose of drifting east and west, 
also to work other outside ledges 
belonging to aud being a part of 
the Leopard property. The metal- 
lic formation of the district is 
chiefly porpbyry and soft granite. 
The gentlemen who have this mat- 
ter in hand mean business, and in 
the near future the music of the 
stamps and steam whistle will be 
again heard to echo from bill to 
valley and the hour of plenty will 
again be itself, as in days of yore.
